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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3, 5-17, 20-26 allowed. The closest references, Johan Benier, US- 
Patent 4,555,226 in view of Frank J. Herrera, US-Patent 3,883,283, lack the concept of 
simultaneously discharging at least two dough balls adjacent to each other to a roller 
wherein the dough balls are flattened into an elongated roll. Other references 
discovered, Paul E. Willett, US-Patent 4,971 ,545 (Willett discloses that it is well known 
in the art to simultaneously discharge two dough pieces to a sheeting roller (column 1, 
lines 1 7-1 8) ) and Torahiko Hayashi, US-Patent 4,1 1 3,41 2 (Hayashi teaches that it is 
well known in the art to flatten multiple adjacent dough balls and urge them into close 
contact with each other such that the multiple dough balls form into a single piece ("slab 
of one unity", see Fig 4)) teach the concepts lacking in Benier and Herrera however it 
would not have been obvious to combine all of these features to teach applicant's 
invention.
